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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


For THE YEARS 1894795. 


To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 

As*required by law, the Board of Trustees of the East 
Mississippi Insane Asylum submit their report of the opera- 
tions of Asylum, the: control and management of which is 
vested in them, as follows: 

While duly appreciating, we think, our obligation to the 
‘State to discharge our trust economically, and to avoid every 
unnecessary expenditure of the money appropriated for the 
support of the institution, we have kept in view that philan- 
thropic idea, that an insane asylum is not merely a place 
where that unfortunate class of our citizens who are bereft 
of reason, areto be kept for their own protection and for 
the protection of society, but more properly a hospital in 
which the inmates may be treated, and, if possible, restored 
to reason, health and usefulness. 

With this idea in view, we have endeavored, in co-opera- 
‘tion with the Medical. Superintendent of the Asylum, to pro- 
vide, as far as possible, for the accomplishment of the end 
in view—the proper treatment, the comfort, the safety, hap- 
‘piness, and, where possible, the restoration of the patient. 

The efficient Superintendent, Dr. J. M. Buchanan, not only 
‘in his annual reports, which are herewith presented, but 
from time to time, has submitted recommendations to us 
looking to the comfort, safety and protection of the patients, 
which have always received our consideration, and usually,- 
our approval, and when in our power, provided. l 

There have been some much needed improvements made 
within the last two years. Among the most important we ` 
mention an electric light plant, by which the entire building 
is lighted by incandescent lights—thus dispensing with the 
‘dangerous method of lighting with coal oil. The entire 
plant, with wire lamps; and construction, together with a 
high-speed engine, cost less shan $1,000. 

The much needed protection against fire has been greatly 
improved by the purchhse of a force-pump, hose, etc. These 
appliances-cost less than $500.00. This protection is only 
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available, however, when steam is kept up. It is important 
that there be constructed water-tanks on top of the building, 
from which water could be thrown to any part of the build- 
ing. - 

With the appropriation made by your predecessors for the 
construction of a kitchen, store-rooms, etc., we have been en- 
abled—by supplementing it from the support fund—to build 
also, a dining and assembly-room, which were greatly 
needed. The erection of this building not only removes the 
kitchen and store-room from the basement, where they have 
been a constant menace to the health and safety of the in- 
mates of the Asylum, but provides additional room for 
patients, it being the purpose of the management to convert 
the old ward dining-rooms into dormitories, thus providing 
for about fifty more patients. We will also have in the new 
building an assembly-room for religious service, concerts,. 
etc., for the benefit and pleasure of the patients. 

As will be seen by reference to the financial report, and 
the reports of the Superintendent, the per capita expendi- 
ture from October, 1894, to October 1, 1895, was $126.94 for- 
all purposes. When we consider three facis ——the poor land, 
the small number, and all being white patients —we think the 
expenditure has been very light. True, prices of goods, 
which we buy as far as possible at wholesale, have been. 
unusally low the past two years, but the indications are, 
prices will be higher during the next two years. 

The very complete reports of the Superintendent and 
Steward which we submit as a part of our report, and the 
correctness of both of which we vouch for, and have ap- 
proved, render further statement from us unnecessary. 

In conelusion, we respectfully beg that your honorable 
body will give full consideration to the requests and recom- 
mendations submitted. We especially request that the ap- 
propriation for support, for wages and salaries, and repair, 
be consolidated and the trustees who may be entrusted with 
the management of the institution, be allowed discretion in, 
and responsponsible for, the disbursement of the funds. If, 
in your wisdom, you should deem it necessary to separate 
the funds, we beg that the appropriation for wages and sala- 
ries be increased, and that provision be made for thé em- 
ployment of nurses for the sick as shown by the Superin- 
tendent to be necessary. 

: We also especially emphasize the statements and recom- 
mendations of the Superintendent in his report for 1895, in 
reference to watersupply. We areconvinced that the health 
of the patients and adequate protection against fire, demand 
that a supply of good water, and an abundant supply, be 
secured before the beginning of another summer season. 
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We bespeak for the reports of Dr. Buchanan a careful con- 
sideration, for we know what he says is prompted by no 
other than motives to promote the welfare of the patients 
entrusted to his care. p 
In view of the certainty, or, we may say, the strong prob- 
ability of a considerable increase in the prices of supplies, 
and an increase in the number of patients during the next 
two years, we respectfully recommend that an appropriation 
be made of $35,000 for the year 1896, and $37,000 for the 
year 1897, for all purposes, that is, for support, wages and 
salaries and repairs.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., October 1, 1895. 


To the Board of Trustees East Mississippi Insane Asylum: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit for your consideration 
the sixth biennial report of the East Mississippi Insane 
Asylum, setting forth in detail its operation during the years. 
of 1894 and 1895. 

On the 1st of October, 1898, there were 244 patients in 
the asylum; during the year 54 new ones were admitted, 
and 5 who had been sent home on furlough were returned, 
making a total of 308 under treatment during the year. 

The daily average was 244.5. 

There were discharged as restored 28, as improved 5, 
as not improved 5, 4 were taken home on trial, 2 escaped, 
3 were dischar ged as not insane, and 19 died , making a total 
of 61 discharges and deaths, leaving 242 patients in the 
asylum at the end of the year. 

The percentage of recoveries on new admissions was 42, 
and the percentage of deaths on the whole number treated 
was 6.2. 

For 1894 there were 242 patients a the beginning; 56 
new admissions, and 6 old patients were returned, making a. 
total of 304 treated during the year, the daily average 
being 245.65. Forty-one patients were discharged, and 20 
died, leaving 243 in the wards at this date. Eighteen of 
those discharged were restored, eleven were improved, six 
were not improved, one escaped, and five were treated for 
the morphine habit. 

During the two years the institution has been free from 
epidemics, and there has been but little sickness of an acute 
form^among the patients. If you will examine table 8 you 
will see that nearly all the deaths were due to chronic dis- 
eases,and such as are common among this class of patients. 
The percentage of deaths on the whole number treated was 
6.57, and the per cent. of recoveries on new admissions was ` 
about 35, not including those treated for the morphine 
habit. We consider this a fair showing, if one takes into 
consideration the fact that many of our new admissions

were very old people, and others were bedridden when they- 
came, some dying in a short time after being received. 

For a more detailed account of the movement of the pop: 

. ulation, I beg to refer you to the tables appended to this: 
report. 

At times the demand for room has been beyond the- 
capacity of the asylum. We have been compelled to decline: 
many applications, and as our wards are filled for the most: 
part with chronic patients, there can be no relief until more. 
accommodations are provided. Acting on my recommenda- - 
tion last. year, I think you have wisely provided for par-- 
tial relief in constructing a large congregate dining-room: 
over the new kitchen, for which an appropriation was made: 
by the last Legislature. When this is occupied the old 
dining-rooms in the wards may be converted into associated 
dormitories, which will give room for about fifty more pa- 
tients at a small cost. In addition to the cheapness in con- 
struction, these fifty patients will be distributed in the other 
wards, which will save the expense of additional attendants.. 

While on this subject, allow me to make the following 
suggestion: It is only a question of a few years before the 
State will be compelled to provide more room for the insane, 
and if the initiative is made now relief may be obtained 
without any great expense to the State, and a small outlay 
would prevent much suffering and inconvenience to this un- 
fortunate class of our citizens. 

The three cottages occupied by the employes could be- 
used for mild women, which would relieve our crowded 
female wards, and give room in the main building for the. 
admission of violent and destructive patients. 

A pavilion for the accommodation of 100 quiet men could 
be erected at about $10,000, and this would give us relief 
for several years. 


I am satisfied that the medical service of the asylum could 
be made more efficient if a few changes were made in the. 
construction and arrangements of-a few of our wards. At. 
a small expense one or two wards on each side of the build- 
ing cou!d be re-arranged so as to be adapted for the isola- 
tion of the sick, and the treatment of acute cases. It often 
retards the recovery ot acute cases when put in a ward 
crowded with chronic patients. 


In. most respects our wards are in good condition and 
well equipped, but there are some changes very necessary 
for the health and comfort of our people. Our heating ap- 

"paratus is faulty and has never been satisfactory. Owing to 
the fact that each flue opens on all the floors, the top wards 
are heated at the expense of the lower ones, and we have 
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been compelled to put in direct radiators on the ground 
floors. i 

The bathing facilities are inadequate. Ittakes quite a long 
time to properly bathe forty people in one tub, and to facili- 
tate this work, as well as for sanitary reasons, many asylums 
are now introducing the rain or shower bath. This could 
be done here at small expense, and I recommend an inves- 
tigation of the system. The plumbing done on the water- 
closets afew years ago, has never been satisfactory, and 
lately the leakage has become so bad as to demand over- 
hauling again, Before this is done we ought to prepare 
some rooms especially for bath rooms and water-closets. 
In the finish of these rooms, there should be no wood work, 
the floors should be arched and laid with tiling, and con- 
structed so as to drain the water into the sewer-pipes, thus 
preventing all leakage to the rooms below. 

The ordinary repairs about the building have been kept 
up and with the exceptions just mentioned you will find it 
in fair condition. The work of laying the brick walk around 
the building, and cementing the basement has been finished, . 
which adds very much to the appearance of the building, 
besides thoroughly protecting the foundation and prevent- 
ing dampness in the basement. The barns and out-houses 
are in good repair, and the fences, for the most part in good 
condition, but during the winter it will be necessary to re- 
build a part that was set with oak posts four years ago. 

The work in the farm and garden is still done with the 
patients, but owing to the discharge and deaths among the 
old working force, it is sometimes difficult to get competent 
men to go out, and unless there is some way to make those 
who are able to work do so, it will be necessary to hire day 
laborers if we farm as extensively as heretofore. 


The farm has yielded well, and the garden has kept us 
supplied with fresh vegetables during the season. The cold 
weather last spring injured our orchard some, still we had a 
fair amount of fruit. In afew more years our apple orchard 
will supply all the apples we can use. 

Our cows have supplied us well with milk, and the hogs 
have done well considering the little care they receive. 

As you are perfectly familiar with the financial condition 
of the asylum, I will not say more than that the appropria- 
tion for support has been ample to meet the needs of the 
asylum, but the appropriation for wages and salaries has not 
been sufficient. In my judgment we did not have too many 
employees, nor were any receiving more wages than was 
commensurate with their services. I trust the next Legis- 
lature will be more liberal to them, and that you will be 
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able to restore their wages to what they were before you 
were compelled to make the reduction. 

That we may make the hospital work more efficient, it is 
necessary that you employ nurses for the sick, especially for 
night service. The outside watchman looks after the sick 
on the male side, until they need close atteution, then one 
of the day attendants has to be detailed to sit up at night. 
On the female side there is no night watch, and if a patient 
is taken ill during the night, the chances are no relief can be 
had until morning. The only means of communicating with 
the attendants is by knocking on the doors, and as there is 
always more or less noise in the ward, it often happens that 
the attendant is not aroused. There should be at least one 
night nurse for each wing of the building. They are needed 
even when there is no sickness, as suicidal patients and 
epileptics need watching all the time. 

I want to call your attention to our water supply. Since 
the commission appointed by the Governor a few years ago 
failed to make a contract with the Meridian Waterworks Co. 
nothing has been done to secure good water, and the reser- 
voir just in the rear of the asylum’ continues to supply the 
present needs. The only time we catch any water is during 
the wet season; the quantity, therefore, is limited, and as 
there is-no outlet to the pond the water becomes stagnant. 
This water is not intended for drinking purposes, but as the 
water-pipes are supplied with it we cannot always prevent 
some patients from drinking it. Water for drinking pur- 
poses is obtained from wells, some of which are located 
quite a distance from the building; these wells are shallow 
and subject to surface drainage. In an institution like this, 
nothing adds as much to its healthfulness as good pure water. 
The parties who bored the deep well for the Meridian Ice 
Company, proposed to boré one for us with a capacity of 
200,000 gallons per day for $2,500. I recommend that you 
ask for an appropriation for this purpose, and that in addi- 
tion to boring the well, you construct a stand-pipe or water 
tower with sufficient elevation to thoroughly protect the 
building in case of fire. At present the pressure from our 
tanks is not sufficient to throw water on the top of the build- 
ing, and if a fire should occur when there was no steam in 
the boilers, much damage might be done before the pumps 
could be made to work. The construction of a new water- 
tank will soon be a necessity, because the cold water tank 
that was thought to be unsafe two years ago is still doing 
service in the attic, and as there is danger of a collapse it 
ought to be removed before any damage is done. 

The electric light plant installed by your board last year 
has been entirely satisfactory, and we now feel that the 
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greatest source of danger from fire has been removed. The 
expense of its operation is not much greater than the old 
way of lighting with coal-oil lamps. Lights are shut off at 
10:30 P. m., but if we had a system of storage batteries, we 
could have a few lights all night, and it would not be neces- 
sary to run the machines later than we do now. 

By the first of the new year, we hope to move the kitchen 
and store rooms from the basement of the center building to 
the new building. This will remove another source of dan- 
ger from fire, besides rendering the sanitary condition of 
the main building much better. 

Early in the year one of the halls of the center building 
was converted into a reading room, which has been supplied 
with quite à number of leading periodicals and newspapers. 
Sueh patients as are able to appreciate reading have free 
access to this room, and it has been a source of much pleas- 
ure to them. j | 

The Clarion-Ledger, Commercial-Herald, Ellisville New 
South, Live Stock Journal, Columbus Dispatch and a few 
other papers have been sent gratuitously, and I am sure that 
if others knew how much the patients appreciated the home - 
paper we would receive most of the papers in the State. 
Friends in Meridian have contributed books and old maga- 
zines to the library, others have sent fruits to the patients, 
and in many ways expressed kindly interest in the work 
here. 

The money donated for amusements has been spent for 
music for the monthly dances, and the patients have greatly 
enjoyed them. When the new hall is completed we propose 
providing other entertainments, such as concerts and magic 
lantern exhibits. A few hours of diversion helps very much 
to relieve the monotony and tedium of asylum life. This 
hall will also enable us to have preaching for them: occa- 
sionally. - 

As far as possible we have given all some kind of employ- 
ment, and quite a large per cent. of both men and women 
find something they can do. There has been no new de- 
velopment in our treatment. “We has tried to avoid routine 
work, and our work has been satisfactory, excepting the 
treatment for the morphine habit. These patients give us’ 
more trouble than any other class, and as most of them re- 
turn to the habit I feel that our Jabor and pains have been 
for naught. In June, 1894, Dr. W. O. Porter, who had filled 
the office of Assistant Physician for nearly five years, re- 
signed to enter private practice, and Dr. J. R. Tackett, of 
Homes County, was appointed to fill the vacancy. Dr. 
Tackett came to us with a reputation already well estab- 
lished, and the ease with which he adapted himself to his 
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new work clearly showed that we made no mistake in the 
selection. He has been faithful at all times to his trust, 
and rendered me valuable assistance -by his watchful care 
over the patients. 

Mr. Moody, our Steward, has guarded well the interests 
of the Institution in his purchases, and has performed his 
various duties with satisfaction. 

The employees, as a rule, have been faithful and obedient 
to the rules, and I desire to commend them for their services. 

In conclusion, let me express to your Board my apprecia- 
tion of your support and co-operation in the management of 
the affairs of the asylum.
